to change weight. It can help you see objects more clearly, 
or make them less distinct. It can help to make you feel 
warmer or cooler. 

Now, when you apply the principles of Color Dynam- 
ics, there’s no more guesswork in your home decoration. 
It takes into consideration what each color can do for 
the interior or exterior of your home. 

Red, for instance, is exciting. It is warm, vibrant, in- 
tense, compelling. 

Yellow is cheerful. It is stimulating to the eyes and 
nerves. Associated with sunlight, it is often used as a 
morale-building color. 

Green is as refreshing as the great outdoors. It is the 
^most tranquil of colors, neither exciting nor subduing.

The shape of a dormer wall and irregular adjoining walls may 
be minimized by painting these walls and ceiling the same color. 
Here the remaining wall is painted a contrasting color for accent. 



By painting the dormer wall and the adjoining irregular-shaped 
walls the same color, and the ceiling and remaining wall in a 
harmonizing color, a simplified room line is achieved. 



A feeling of greater length and roominess is achieved by painting 
all walls the same color. This visually softens the corner lines 
and gives an unbroken sweep to the room. 



If the desired effect is to reduce the length of the room, this may 
be accomplished by painting the end wall in a deeper color than 
the adjoining walls. This optically brings the wall forward. 



A closer relationship between two adjoining rooms is achieved 
by the simple device of reversing their wall and ceiling colors. 
The result is to integrate the rooms harmoniously. 
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Here is another example of decorative unity in adjoining rooms. 
Notice the effective way yellow and beige have been used to 
obtain an atmosphere of distinctive harmony. 






The visual length has been considerably shortened in this room 
by painting the window wall in a darker color than the adjoining 
walls and ceiling. This adds interest to the angular wall. 



Repeating a tint of the color of the floor covering on the ceiling 
has made this hallway seem lower and its length has been visu- 
ally shortened by the use of a deeper hue on the end wall. 



An interesting way to style a room of this type is to integrate 
the window wall and ceiling by painting them the same color, 
and the adjoining walls in a harmonizing color 



An illusion of greater width and length in this hallway was 
achieved by painting the walls and ceiling in tints of the carpet 
color, and the doors and trim in the same color as the walls.

C OLORS are a lot like people. Some colors get along 
well with other colors, and some don’t. Each color 
has its own personality. 

In each of the four illustrations, there is a color wheel. 
It’s made up of the three primary hues — red, yellow, and 
blue—and a series of secondary and tertiary colors cre- 
ated by mixing primary colors in varying proportions. 

The illustrations show the basic color harmonies. When 
decorating any room, one of tliese harmonies should be 
selected and followed. If this is done, the result will be 
a room that is pleasing and color correct; fabrics, furni- 
ture, and wall surfaces will all harmonize in a pleasing 
symphony of color. 

It is easy to determine colors for any room by using 


the rules of harmony. For example, if a Triad Harmony 
is chosen and the colors in your furnishings (such as floor 
covering, upholstered pieces, drapery, and bedspreads) 
are in the red and blue families, the third color in the 
Triad Harmony is yellow. Therefore, yellow can be con- 
sidered as the wall color. 

To illustrate, taking again the Triad Harmony where 
the furnishings are in the red, yellow, and blue families, 
you could choose a tint or shade of one or more of these 
colors for the walls and ceiling or use neutrals, such as 
white, grays, or browns. 

Other harmonies described and illustrated are solved 
similarly to the Triad Harmony by substituting the fur- 
nishing colors in the harmony selected.

How you get started 

PICK THE RIGHT PAINT 

First, what are you going to paint? If it’s an interior 
room, like a kitchen or bathroom, you most likely want 
a different kind of finish than that used for the living 
room or bedroom. Rooms subjected to moisture re- 
quire more frequent cleaning. In such cases, tough- 
wearing semi-gloss or gloss wall paints or enamels 
should be used. (See product directory, Page 46)! 

Your living room or bedroom generally calls for a 
flat or satin finish wall. You may desire to paint the 
woodwork the same color as the walls. Or contrasting 
or harmonizing colors are very popular. For homes 
with lively children or family pets, hard-wearing, easily 
washable Wallhide Rubberized Satin Finish is usually 
recommended for wall areas. 

Next, visit your Pittsburgh Paint dealer. He will be 
happy to discuss your painting plans. Tell him what 
you want to paint. He will advise you on the exact type 
and amount of paint you need for a beautiful, lasting job. 

GET GOOD BRUSHES 

Your Pittsburgh Paint dealer will also recommend the 
best brushes for inside or outside use. Be sure to get 
the right brush for each type of finish. 

Buy good quality brushes. They will do better work, 
last longer, hold more paint, carry it better, and put 
on a smoother coat. 

CONSIDER PAINT ROLLERS 

Pittsburgh also makes available high-quality paint 
rollers. They can be used for most interior surfaces and 
on some exterior areas. 

These tools are rolled back and forth in a flat pan 
to pick up the paint on the roller. Then the tool is 
rolled over the wall or ceiling. You will also need a 
brush, as you cannot paint into corners with a roller. 

INDOOR PAINTING 

PREPARE PROPERLY 

First, wash or dust all surfaces you intend to paint to 
remove dirt and grease. Sandpaper old paint which has 
chipped or cracked. Fill surface cracks in plaster, nail 
holes, etc., with spackling compound or patching plas- 
ter. Use putty or plastic wood to fill holes or cracks in 
woodwork and trim. Sandpaper them smooth, when dry. 
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First, thoroughly wash or dust surfaces to be 
painted. A good paint job requires a clean 
surface before you paint. 



Patch cracks or breaks in plaster. Be sure to 
use quality patching plaster or spackling com- 
pound. Allow to dry. Sand to smooth surface. 



Remove switch plates, wall brackets, and 
lighting fixtures. This step will permit easier, 
faster painting movement later. 


Most paints come ready to use. However, if you use Maestro 
Colors and prefer to mix the colors yourself, proceed as follows : 



Remove small sticker of Maestro tube color- 
ant, write in color name and number, affix 
to can of base material for future reference. 


Next, cut off corner of Maestro tube colorant. 
This will provide a small opening. Be careful 
not to lose any of the colorant. 




Carefully squeeze entire contents of tube into 
base material, replace cover and shake can 
for about two minutes. Stir if you choose. 




Now, you are ready to paint. Use a quality 
brush. For best results, dip the brush about 
half the length of the bristles. 


Before removing the brush from the can, be 
sure to lightly wipe off excess paint against 
the side of the container. 



Paint covers better if you lay it on with short, 
slightly curved strokes. Lift brush gradually 
at end of strokes. 
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If you plan to paint the walls and ceiling of a 
room, start with the ceiling and paint across 
the narrow dimension. 



When painting wall areas, paint in narrow 
strips so you are always working with wet 
edge. This will avoid noticeable laps. 



For large areas you may wish to consider 
using a paint roller. You’ll also need a brush 
for “cutting in” around edges. 



Next, remove plates from light switches and duplex re- 
ceptacles. Lower flanges of lighting fixtures and remove 
all hardware from doors, windows, and cabinets. It takes 
longer to paint around them. 

Now, when walls are clean and dry, you are ready to 
paint. Stir your paint thoroughly to a smooth consistency. 

PAINT CEILING FIRST 

If you plan to paint the ceiling and walls, start with the 
ceiling. Begin in a corner and work across the narrow di- 
mension of a room, coating a strip two or three feet wide 
at a time. 

Brush only enough to spread paint evenly. Use overlap- 
ping swirl strokes, lifting brush gradually at end of stroke, 
so you do not leave a thick edge of paint. As you move 
along, work backward into the wet edge of the previous strip. 

Dip your brush about half the length of the bristles. 
Wipe off excess paint against side of container. With rub- 


berized wall paint, you can dip your brush a little more 
deeply. Flow paint on surface. Use semicircular, crisscross 
strokes, then brush lightly in one direction from unpainted 
to painted surface. 

PAINTING WALLS 

Start in a corner at top. Carry each strip down to base- 
board. Spread paint evenly and stroke lightly up and down 
as a finish operation. 

Keep strips narrow. This way you are always working 
with a wet edge. Brush paint to within six inches of wood- 
work, then apply paint with vertical strokes. Be careful 
not to ruin the bristles of the brush by poking paint 
into corners. 

USING A ROLLER 

First, use brush to apply paint along edges where roller 
will not reach. Do this as you progress, thus avoiding lap 



It is always well when using a roller to start 
with several crisscross strokes as shown. This 
will produce a smoother job. 



It is helpful to use a paint shield when paint- 
ing window sash. It will reduce clean-up time 
of removing paint from the glass. 



A paint shield also is helpful when painting 
baseboards, trim, or bottom edge of doors. 
It protects surfaces not to be painted. 
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Always panel off doors first. Then smooth 
enamel surface with light, upward strokes, 
using a brush that is almost dry. 



Then coat remaining portion or sides of doors. To save time and obtain a neat, professional

on. Do not brush vigorously. ever possible. Then take off hardware. 




marks from drying unevenly. Now, roll over the edges 
without any risk to adjacent walls or woodwork.

PAINT WOODWORK AND TRIM LAST 

Paint molded edges of doors first. Then paint door panels 
with horizontal strokes. Start at top and work down. Paint 
edges of doors last. 

To paint windows, “cut in” around glass first. Then 
paint crossbars and frames. Wipe any wet paint off glass 
or scrape it off with razor blade if it has dried. 

If enamel is used, apply with short, light strokes. Let 
enamel flow with least possible brushing. After coating, 
press brush dry against side of can and go over area, strok- 
ing in the same direction as enamel was originally applied. 


PAINTING FLOORS 

Scrub floors and steps to be painted with a good, strong 
floor cleanser. Rinse with clear water and wipe clean. 
Paint will not adhere to wax, polish, or dirt. 

Sandpaper rough places. Fill cracks and small holes 
with a wood filler or putty. Sandpaper again and wipe 
thoroughly. Now your floor is ready to receive the first 
coat of Florhide Floor Enamel. Second coat can be applied 
after 24 hours of drying. 

Begin painting in the far corner and work toward the 
door. Paint in the direction boards are laid. Use a wide 
brush and paint rapidly with even strokes. 

If your floor is hardwood and in good condition, a single 
coat of Waterspar Floor Varnish will make it look new 
again. On worn varnished floors, sandpaper worn spots, 
touch up spots with white shellac, and use at least two 
coats of floor varnish. On badly worn floors, remove the 



Paint interior of cabinets first. Begin by paint- 
ing areas which are difficult to reach. Then 
paint surfaces at entrance of cabinets. 



Painting trim is last operation. Use a trim 
brush for best results. A paint shield will pro- 
tect adjacent walls or floors from spots. 



To minimize unsightly radiators, registers, or 
vents, it is recommended you paint them the 
same color used on walls of the room. 
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In finishing wood floors, first clean by using 
an electric sanding machine, or scrub thor- 
oughly to remove dirt, stains, and scuffs. 



Fill cracks and holes with wood or crack filler. 
After drying, sand to remove excess filler. 
Dust before starting the finishing operation. 



Go over rough places of floor with sandpaper. 
For natural finish, use white shellac, followed 
by two coats of Waterspar Floor Varnish. 




Spots on floor that are badly worn should 
first be touched up with shellac. This seals 
the surface and protects against wear. 



Use a wide brush and paint rapidly with even 
strokes. Where floor meets baseboards, use 
shield to assure neatness. 





Always be sure to work from a corner toward 
a door. For a smooth job, always paint in the 
direction boards are laid. 


entire finish with an electric floor sander. Apply coat of 
white shellac first, followed by two coats of Waterspar 
Floor Varnish. 

OUTDOOR PAINTING 

PREPARE SURFACE 

A clean, dry surface is required for a good outside 
paint job. 

Wire brush entire surface to clean away grime and reveal 
spots where old paint is not solidly bonded to wood. 
Clean old paint that is badly stained by mildew or dripping 
water with a solution of one pound of trisodium phosphate 
to a gallon of water. 

If clapboards show paint scaling, remove loose paint 
with a putty knife and wire brush. A chemical remover or 
blowtorch may be required to remove all the old paint if 
the entire house is scaling. 

Nail down loose clapboards, then fill nail holes with 
putty. Where necessary, recalk joints around chimneys, 
doors, and window frames. Replace all cracked or loose 
window sash putty. 
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PAINTING WINDOWS AND DOORS 

If you paint the outside sash and trim before painting 
the body of the house, you avoid placing the ladder against 
freshly painted siding. Keep sash brush well loaded with 
paint so it will stroke, or cut, a full-bodied line. Use Sun- 
Proof House Paint Trim Colors or Waterspar Enamel for 
exterior wood or metal trim. 

In painting doors, follow the same procedure as for 
painting interior doors. To get a neat, sharply cut line 
around hinges and lock plates requires careful painting. 
Often it will save time to remove hinges and lock plates 
before painting. 

PAINTING SIDING 

Use Sun-Proof House Paint on wood surfaces. Do the 
highest places first. Paint one 3-foot band straight across 
the house. Then drop down and paint a second band. 
Don’t flow paint on, but brush it out well after laying a 
brushful in two or three spots.. 

Paint clapboard edges first, then flat area between. Fin- 
ish area you have started to a wall, door, or window before 





stopping. This will avoid noticeable lapping. Use a strong 
S-shaped hook so you can hang your bucket on outside 
of ladder beside you. 

On masonry surfaces, such as stucco, brick, concrete, 
cement blocks and cement-asbestos shingles and siding, 
use Cementhide Rubberized Masonry Paint. 

PAINTING METAL AREAS 
Use a wire brush to remove scale and rust from gutters, 
downspouts, and metal porch rails. If metal is showing, 
spot prime exposed areas with Ironhide Inhibitive Red 
Metal Primer before finishing. If surfaces are in good con- 
dition, repriming will not be necessary. For finish coats, 
use Sun-Proof House Paints. Allow at least 48 hours be- 
tween coats. 

A FEW IMPORTANT DONTS 
Don’t paint if temperature is likely to drop below 50® F. 


Don’t paint after a heavy rain until wood has dried 
thoroughly. 

Don’t start to paint too early in the morning. Give the 
sun a chance to dry off the surface. 

Don’t paint in a strong wind as the fresh paint may 
collect dust and insects. 

Don’t paint in the direct rays of a hot summer sun. Move 
around the house to avoid the sun. Paint does not spread 
well on a hot surface. 

HOW TO FINISH FURNITURE 

Staining, varnishing, and enameling are the most com- 
mon methods of finishing furniture. 

Pittsburgh Wood Stain is a semitransparent liquid used 
only on bare wood. It colors, but does not protect. Gen- 
erally, stain and varnish are used together. Varnish is a 
liquid that dries hard and protects the surface underneath. 



Check siding, remove loose paint with a putty 
knife and wire brush. Then sandpaper to 
feather down edges. Spot prime all bare wood 
with Sun-Proof Primer. 



Where needed, recalk joints around chimneys, 
doors, and window frames. Be sure to get 
calking compound into cracks. 



Replace old boards and nail down loose sid- 
ing. Use Sun-Proof White Primer on new 
wood. 



Reputty window frames. Scrape away old, 
cracked putty, and clean window sash sur- 
faces before applying the new putty. 



Wire brush surface and dust thoroughly. A 
good outside paint job requires a clean, dry 
surface, free of cracks. 



Start at highest places first. Paint above lad- 
der, as you can reach both Ways and thus 
avoid moving ladder frequently. 
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spot and paint edge of siding. Use the brush 
flat, not edgewise. Keep brush literally loaded 
and apply paint evenly. 



When painting flat areas, begin at a corner 
board. Don’t flow paint on, but brush it out 
well after laying brushful in spots. 




In painting window sash, coat crossbars first, 
then start at highest point of frame and work 
downward in even strokes. 



Wire brush gutters, downspouts, and metal 
porch rails. If metal is showing, spot prime 
all exposed areas, then refinish. 



Hose down cement block, stucco, or brick 
surfaces thoroughly before applying rubber- 
ized Masonry paints. 



Clean shutters, screens, and storm sash before 
trimming. Sandpaper and wire brush surface. 
Dust thoroughly, then refinish. 



giving a beautiful luster. Waterspar Clear Varnish is usu- 
ally used for this purpose. Waterspar Colored Varnish 
renews the beauty of dingy or scratched furniture. 

Enamel is known as a painted surface. It is opaque, easy 
to apply and completely covers scratches and discolora- 
tions. Use Satinhide Enamel for a low-luster effect and 
Waterspar Enamel for a high-gloss finish. 

PREPARE CAREFULLY 

Be sure to clean furniture thoroughly. Remove wax, 
furniture polish, grease, or oil by washing with a cloth 
saturated with Leptyne or turpentine. Then immediately 
wipe with a clean, dry cloth. Allow surface to dry, then 
sand with fine sandpaper to provide proper adhesion for 
the new finish. 

If you must remove the old surface, use paint and varnish 


remover to soften it, then scrape off the old finish with a 
putty knife or rub it off with steel wool. Wash surface 
carefully with Leptyne to remove all traces of the remover. 
Allow to dry thoroughly before applying the primer or 
first coat. Also, make sure the room in which you are using 
Paint and Varnish Remover is well ventilated. 

USING ENAMEL 

Stir enamel thoroughly and apply in small squares. One 
coat is usually sufficient on previously finished surfaces in 
good condition. However, when changing from a dark to 
a light color, two coats are recommended. Use an under- 
coater when painting unfinished wood. Allow coat to dry 
thoroughly before applying succeeding coats. Sandpaper 
between coats. Two thin coats are better than one heavy 
coat. On metal furniture from which old finish has been 


removed, apply a metal primer and one or two finish coats. 

CARE OF PAINTING TOOLS 

Immediately after using your painting equipment, be 
sure to clean it before the paint hardens. 

Brushes used with rubberized or water-mixed paints 
should be rinsed in warm, soapy water. Work brush bristles 
gently with fingers to remove all paint in heel or ferrule 
end. With a roller, wash in soapy water and rinse thoroughly 
in warm water. 

When you have used a brush or roller in oil paint, en- 
amel, or varnish, use the same procedure as described 
above, except use Leptyne or mineral spirits as the clean- 
ing agent. 

After cleaning, hang up brush or roller to dry. 



Thoroughly clean and sand rough surfaces of 
furniture to be painted. For best results use a 
primer coat on new unpainted surfaces. 



One coat of enamel is usually sufficient on a 
previously finished surface. (Stir Enamel thor- 
oughly and apply in small squares.) 



It is usually convenient when painting small 
chairs, tables, etc., to turn them upside down 
and paint legs and underside first. 



Then set the chair or table on its legs and com- 
plete the painting of the upper parts. Apply 
enamel in short, light strokes. 



To apply varnish smooth and professionally, 
it is best to flow on liberally and cross brush 
in long sweeping strokes. 



To level off the surface and remove all traces 
of brush marks, use tip of brush with long, 
light strokes.
